If y ou w ert going to m ake a 
sp eech or testify in cou rt y ou 'd 
m ake certain the words y ou chose 
conv ey ed y ou r ex act m eaning. 
You ou ght to take equ al p ains 
to be su re that y ou are giv ing an 
accu rate descrip tion of y ou r com­ 
p laints to y ou r m edical adv iser. 
Most diagnoses are established 
or narrowed down to a relatively 
few |H>ssibilities by the patient’s 
recital of the course and features 
of his illness. 
An em inent clinician once said 
that 
m ost 
« v am inations 
m erely 
serv e to confirm or deny the diag­ 
nosis that w’as su ggested by the 
p atient’s narrativ e. 
W hether they do it intentionally 
or u nintentionally , some p atients 
om it details or giv e a w’holly m is­ 
leading history that m ay lead to 
erro rs which threaten their health. 
Here are some com m on ex am p les 
of the u nhap p y resu lts of this de­ 
cep tion : 
The high-school m iss who does 
not rep ort p ain in the lower right 
abdom en becau se she fears she 
m ight be p rev ented from going to 
the Ju nior Prom . . . and whose 
ap p endix bu rsts before she is seen 
by the p hy sician. 
The athlete who tries to “ walk 
off” an inju ry to his leg for fear 
he’ll be taken ou t of the gam e . . . 
and who conv erts a sim p le frac­ 
tu re into a comp ou nd break that 
has to be set by op en su rgery . 
The 
ap p rehensiv e 
m an 
who 
sends an em ergency call to his 
doctor each tim e he h ears or reads 
of an attack of coronary throm ­ 
bosis . . . After answ ering mu ltip le 
falls alarm s, the p hy sician finishes 
w hat he is doing before resp onding 
to the call and discov ers that the 
su m m ons is genu ine for the v ery 
first tim e. 
The thou ghtfu l and considerate 
m other who w aits u ntil m orning 
to send for h er doctor who is 
him self recov ering from a seriou s 
illness . . on his arriv al, the p hy si­ 
cian finds th at her baby ’s “ colic” 
is the resu lt of a com p lete intest­ 
inal 
blockage and that p reciou s 
tim e 
has 
been 
lost 
getting 
to 
su rgery . 
In each of those unhappy in­ 
stances, the result w as tragic. 
No one of the patients intended 
to do any thing but what seemed 
right at the moment. Nor were 
the doctors guilty of neglect or 
incompetence. But the harm was 
done and, in certain instances, 
the damage was irreparable. 
And the p ity of each ex am p le 
is the fact that a sim p le 
and 
straightforw ard conv ersation m ight 
hav e p rev ented the tragic ou tcome. 
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Keep ing a slender figu re is a 
fine accom p lishm ent for any wom ­ 
an. 
Bu t ie it as all-im p ortant as the 
g rea t m ajority of women today 
seem to think? 


Don’t 
y ou 
know 
m iddle-aged 
women withou t any other accom ­ 
p lishm ent than the ability to fit 
nicely in a size-10 dress who are 
sm u g enou gh to feel su p erior to 
any wom an w’ho has to squ eeze 
herself into a size-16? 
And if that w eren't ridicu lou s 
enou gh, 
don’t 
y ou 
know size-16 
women who act ap ologetic ev ery 
tim e they ’re in the com p any of 
size-lOs and 12s. 
The size-16 m ay hav e a dev oted 
hu sband, hap p y children, a beau ­ 
tifu l home. Or she m ay hav e a 
su ccessfu l career, or be blessed 
with som e wonderfu l talent. 
Bu t let h er join a crowd of wom ­ 
en, and any woman who is sty lish­ 
ly thin can m anage to m ake her 
feel aw kw ard and u nhap p y . 
The thin woman m ay not hav e 
a brain in her head; she m ay hav e 
a broken m arriage behind her; she 
m ay be as hom ely as a m u d fence. 
Bu t when she sta rts calling a t­ 
tention to her figu re with su ch re ­ 
m arks as, " I can’t hav e dessert. 
I ’v e gained two p ou nds and I sim ­ 
p ly hav e to get rid of it,” the size- 
16 begins to squ irm and feel u n­ 
com fortable and sta rts to ap ologize 
for eating her own dessert.

He Wrote for Himself; 
Result is Joy For Children

Wilbur was a pig who enjoyed 
life hugely. When he learned that 
his owner planned to turn him in­ 
to pork 
chops and 
bacon, 
he 
squealed 
and 
wept. 
His friend 
Charlotte, the spider who lived 
over the barn door, was moved by 
his plight. All night with her spin­ 
nerets she labored to create the 
first of the miracles that were to 
save his life from murder-bent hu­ 
mans. In the early morning when 
her web was still asparkle with 
dewdrops, the farm folk came out 
Into the barnyard to read the m es­ 
sage she had woven into its cen­ 
ter. The message said “ SOME 
PIG ” 
She is the heroine of E. B. 
White’s “ Charlotte’s Web.” the only 
modern children's classic I know 
about. 
It’s the only one I know about 
because it’s the only modem book 
the children I know talk to me 
about. Or more properly “ sputter” 
to me about. They are generally 
so incoherent with remembered de­ 
light in it that they sound like 
this: “ Shut up, let me tell her . . . 
No, ‘Some Pig' WASN’T the sec­ 
ond m essage. . . . Oh, you never 
get anything straight. , . . Will you 
shut up? . . . let me tell . . . let 
me tell. . . .” 
Thus, when some grownup pro­ 
moters of juvenile books offered 
to produce a writer of them for 
m e to interview, I said, “ E. B. 
White, please.” And how E. B. 
White explained his secret was 
this: 


“ My aim in writing is to instruct 
myself for I feel I am most in 
need of it. I also write to amuse 
myself for I am in need of that, 
too. Many books fail because the 
author sets about trying to in­ 
stinct children. He thinks of him­ 
self as addressing them from an 
elevation.” 
Naturally 
t h e n , 
“ Charlotte’s 
Web” contains no social message, 
no sneaked-in information on the 
problems of forest conservation, 
missile manufacture, Peru’s econ­ 
omy. 
Its author doesn’t use his book 
to instruct in the guise of telling 
a story. 
He just wrote a story about a 
pig w'ho didn’t get killed because 
animal slaughter makes him sad, 
just as Hana Christian Andersen 
wrote one called “ The Fir Tree” 
because the sight of dying Christ­ 
mas trees in gutters made him 
sad. And W’hite is able therefore 
to communicate his own delight in 
Wilbur’s saved life to children. 
Yes, this is a tip for a gift book 
for young readers. I don’t like to 
think of children denied the per­ 
manent possession of “ Charlotte’s 
Web.”

Rocky's Withdrawal 
Is Blast of Cold A ir

WASHINGTON (IP)—It’s a stu dy in frigidity . 
New York Gov . Nelson A. Rockefeller’s statement Sat­ 
u rday —that he will not be a candidate for the Repu blican 
presidential nomination—was a cold piece of bu siness. 
There was nothing friendly in it toward Vice President 
Richard M. Nix on or the pro­ 
fessional Repu blican politi­ 
cians. 


A l t h o u g h R ockefeller’s with­ 
draw al leav es Nix on u nopposed for 
their pa rty ’s presidential nom ina­ 
tion, the gov ernor nev er m entioned 
Nix on’s nam e. 
R ockefeller, in fact, didn’t ev en 
prom ise to su pport the Repu blican 
P a rty or its nom inee. The m ost he 


w as willing to say w as th at he ex ­ 
pects to. New sm en tried to get him 
to say specifically Su nday w hether 
he wou ld back Nix on. B u t he re ­ 
plied he wou ld not go bey ond his 
statem ent Satu rday w hich said, in 
part, “ I ex pect to su pport the nom i­ 
nees, as well as the program , of 
the party in I9 60.” 
F u rther, it is possible to read

into R ockefeller’s w ords the idea 
he will be a critical thorn to both 
the R epu blican bosses and the E i­ 
senhower adm inistration before the 
R epu blican conv ention opens in Chi­ 
cago Ju ly 25.

Warns About Yule Fires

O REG O N — Now that we are in 
the midst of the holiday season, 
the importance of home fire safety 
take* on more importance. Tradi­ 
tional Christm as decorations add 
a festive touch to the home, but 
they also present potential fire 
hazards. 


, 
One of the prime causes of holi­ 
day fires is faulty or frayed wiring 
on 
Christm as 
tree 
lights, 
orna­ 
mental wreaths or other electrical 
holiday decorations. W hile you are 
using these decorations and before 
placing them in the attic, cellar, 
closet or other storage places; in' 
sped them for fraying or bare 
wires, giving particular attention 
to connections, plugs, light sockets 
and other areas where wires are 
t joined. 
Plugs should be inspected for 
cracked insulation, protruding bare 
vires, bent or broken prongs and 
dried-out or cracked wire insula 
tion at the point where wires enter 
the plugs. 
Most of these defects can be 
repaired by using rubber electrici­ 
an’s tape covered by a wrapping 
of friction tape. Broken plugs can 
be easily replaced with new ones 
which cost only a few cents at the 
local hardware store. 
It ’* a lot easier to detect and 
repair defects in Christm as dec­ 
orations before they are put away 
for the holidays. The little tim e 
it takes to Inspect and repair 
them w ill more than am ply be 
repaid by the added sense of 
type. W atch that cotton batting 
about home fires. 
* * « 


Another m ajor cause of fires 
during the holiday season arises 
from the heavy load put upon home 
w iring by all the extra electrical 
elements in use. Quite often, ex­ 
tension cords and sockets are used 
to hook three or four electric cords 
Into a baseboard socket intended 
for two units. 
This places an unusual electrical 
Voad on one circuit and can cause 
Overheating of wires in the w all 
rfrnt could cause disastrous fires. 
This problem is particularly acute 
in older homes where the wiring 
was not designed to take the heavy 
loads of modem electrical living. 
The most closely inspected wiring 
m ay develop flaws while in use. If 
a short circuit or spark does de 
velop, the potential fire has less 
to feed on if periodically inspected. 


Be sure to use Christm as tree 
ornaments of the non flammable 
safety and freedom from worry 
around the base of the tree! A 
fire-proofed or fire-resistant m a­ 
terial costs very little and is 
just as attractile In appearance. 
Candles are an important part 
of the ' holiday scene and are a 
frequent source of home fires. If J 
candles are used as decorations 
and on dinner tables, make sure 
that they are firm ly placed in can­ 
dle holders so they do not topple. 
Use care in placing candles as 
window or w all decorations. 


Do not place them below a 
flam m able m aterial, nor in a po­ 
sition 
where a 
slidden 
draft 
might blow curtains or drajieries 
into or above the candle flam e. 


Always turn the lights off when j 
retiring or leaving the house. Dis- j 
card the tree when its needles be- i 
come dry and fall off. Remove 
Christm as packages and wrapping 
as soon as the gifts have been 
taken from the packages. 
And an added word of precau­ 
tion to smokers: Use extra care 
with your cigarettes, cigars and 
pipes around all flam mable m ate­ 
rial. 
We all know that fire is a trag­ 
edy at any time, but it is particu­ 
la rly disasterous during the holi­ 
day season.

Economists 
Brighten 
Forecasts 


WASHINGTON UP)—Gov­ 
ernment e c o n o m i s t s are 
brightening up 
their fore­ 
casts for next year’s agricul­ 
ture now that a big contrac­ 
tion in hog production is in 
prospect, 
An Agriculture Department sur­ 
vey shows that an ll per cent cut­ 
back in pigs is in prospect for the 
19 6 0 spring pig crop. Hogs led this 
year's downswing in farm prices 
and contributed to official fore­ 


casts that I9 6 0 would see a further 
decline in farm income. 
All other things tieing equal, a 
decline in hog prodiu tion **f this 
si7-0 could bo exacted to bring a 
big 
improvement In 
livirotork 
prl«*es~~not only of hogs, but of 
beef (‘attle, sheep, lambs and 
chickens. 


Because meats produced from 
these animals and chickens are 
largely interchangeable on the con­ 
sumer dinnertabte, any change in 
the price of one usually is reflect­ 
ed in prices of the others. 
Naturally, Secretary of Agri­ 
culture E rr* Taft Kenton was 
pleased with Hie changed out­ 
look. He has been under nhurp 
criticism of Democrats and of 
some Republicans as a conse­ 
quence of Ibis year’s 15 per cent 
reduction in farm Income. 
Of course, artus I pr oduction of 
hogs might turn out to be differ­ 


ent. There have been time# in th# 
past when just such a report in­

Should dry weather hit grazing 
areas next summer, a heavy liq- 
tdation of cattle could be rn- 
peeled.

A big cutback in hog production 
would lessen the need for corn next 
year. The com surplus already 
is the largest of record. 
Under farm program# aa they 
now stand, farm ers have greater 
protection when they grow com 
and turn it over to th# government 
under price supports than when 
they feed it to hogs. That’# be­ 
cause there are no support# to pre. 
vent a decline in hog price# such 
as occurred this year.

Get Back Halo

WASHINGTON I© — A congas- 
sternal com m ittee staff rep ort p re­ 
dicts the American economy in the 
future will grow at a somewhat 
higher rate than it has in Ute p ast 
SO y ears. 
The rep ort w arns a dep ression 
could up set the p rediction. On the 
other hand, tt adds: "Actually , we 
can enjoy an even higher rate of 
e growth if we try .” 
The rep ort was made Monday by 
the staff of the Senate - House 
Economic 
Committee 
and 
was 
based on a survey of views of 
economists and other sp ecialists. 
A notation in the 500-p age rep ort 
said com m ittee m em bers neither 
a p p r o v e d nor disap p roved the 
statem ents made. 
The staff said the annual eco­ 
nomic growth should be 
8 4 p er 
cent a y ear, if unfavorable factors 
are assum ed; 3.9 p er cent, if more 
op tim istic factors are assum ed; 
and 4.5 p er cent, “ if we try .”

CHICAGO lf) — R ulers and boss­ 
es are generally sm a rte r—but m ore 
m entally deranged—than other p eo- 
p ie, a sociologist said today . 
The m oral 
behavior of ruling 
group s tends to be m ore crim inal 
and sub norm al, added Prof. W al­ 
ter A. Lim den of Iow a State Col­ 
lege, Ames, Iowa. 


"R uling group s contain a larg er 
p rop ortion of the extrem e m ental 
ty p es of the gifted and the m ental­ 
ly sick than the rank and file of 
the ruled p op ulation,” he told the 
A m erican Assn. for the Advance­ 
m ent of Science. 


The g re a te r the p ower of the 
rulers, p olitical leaders and big 
executives, the m ore corrup t and 
crim inal they tend to be. Prof. 
Lunden said. 


But 
a s 
their 
p ower 
becom es 
lim ited, "crim inality of rulers and 
executives tends to decrease qual­ 
itatively and quantitatively . When 
the p ow er of the ruling bodies is 
greatly lim ited, their crim inality 
m ay becom e equal to or fall below 
that of the ruled p op ulations.” 
"N ot all leaders tend to show* 
higher rates of crim inality , but a 
g rea t m ajority of them do,” he 
continued. 
"P rese n t 
day society 
tends to p rom ote and to advance 
to high p ositions certain ty p es of 
m en.” 
Prof. Lunden listed three such 
ty p e s: 
"T he 
inadequate 
p sy chop ath, 
p lacid and em otionally blunt p er­ 
son, often taken for a p rofound 
m an.
